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Liquor Allowed 
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On Foreign Ships 
In American Ports 


Orders Requiring Liquor 
to Be Sealed While Ships 
Are in U. S. Harbors 


Have Been Suspended. ©

Washington, January 26.—Orders 
requiring liquors on foreign vessels 
to be sealed while the ships are in 
United States ports have been sus- 
pended pending ruling by the at- 
torney general, Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury Shouse announced 
today. 

While the attorney general has 
not yet rendered an opinion, the 
action of Assistant Secretary 
Shouse was regarded here as indi- 
cating that the port ban on liquors 
on foreign ships will be lifted per- 
manently. 

The treasury decision rendered 
some weeks ago under which it was 
held that when a foreign vessel 
reached the three-mile limit all 
liquors aboard should be sealed and 
remain sealed until leaving port 
was based on an opinion by the so- 
licitor of the treasury department. 
A formal protest was made to the 
state department by the Italian gov- 
ernment, it being stated among oth- 
er representations that wine was a 
part of the regular ration of the 
ships’ crews. Other governments 
are understood to have made infor- 
mal protests and the matter was 
referred to the attorney general. 

International comity requires that 
every possidle courtesy be shown 
foreign governments, Mr. Shouse 
said, and while the rules and regu- 
lations of American ports are con- 
trolled by the United States, foreign 
merchant vessels, like embassies, 
should be regarded as foreign soil 
so far as prohibition control is con- 
cerned. 

Embassies and legations are per- 
mitted to Keep any liquor they de- 


sire on their premises and also to 
clear shipments of liquors through 
the customs. The question of, 
whether foreign representatives} 
who own warehouse certificates can 
withdraw stock from bond has not 
arisen since January 16, when the 
national prohibition constitutional 
amendment went into effect, and in 
case it does, that matter also will 
be referred to the attorney general 
for decision.

THEN PRISONERS PASS 
LONG SHIVERING NIGHT 


Monday Cases of Mali- 
cious Mischief Are Dock, 
eted Against Youthful 
Rioters and They Will 
Soon Face Court. 


That a part of the Fulton County 
jail was practically wrecked Sun- 
day night by riotous prisoners, de- 
velopc” Monday when cases of ma- 
licious mischief were made in the’ 
city criminal courts against twenty 
young men and boys who are being 
held on charges varying from auto- 
mobile stealing to burglary. The 
charges were preferred by the jail- 
er, “Bob” Holland, who stated that 
the east wing on the fourth floor 
“resembled a calm  sea.after a 
mighty tempest and that the temper- 
ture was low.” 

After the “tea party” Sunday 
night when the prisoners decided 
that they were confined too ~~ ly 
and needed the pure air, and accord- 
ingly broke every window in the 
entire wing, Mr. Holland declared 
that if they. wanted air he was in 
favor of humoring them, 

The real party started when the 
boys had been seryed (their ssup- 
per. The day had been ugqiet and 
uninteresting and as most of the 
prisoners are accustomed to lead- 
ing @xciting lives, they decided fod 
have some excitemént in the jail. 

Kach man took his “tea pan” and 
aimed at the window in his cell. 
Prizes had been mentioned for the 
best shot through the window bars. 
So, with one accord, the “tea pans” 
Started on their various ways, 

Not satisfied with the amount of 
damage done by beating the win- 
dows out with the pans, they next 
decided to take their beds down 
from the walls, where they were 
Suspended from each end by chains. 
The boys raised their beds as high 
as they could, then let them fall. In 


snap and shouts of glee went up 
from the prisoners. Several of them 
took the chaing, tied them to their 
blankets ané fdulged in a little 
indoor sport’ }\ kuocking out the 
Klass near the top of the ceiling. 
This pastime proved popular and it 
was taken up along the row of cells.

Found Hanging 
In Prison Cell 
With Hands Tied 


Mystery Shrouds First 
Tragedy in ‘Tennessee 
Involving Enforcement 
of National Dry Law. 


Nashville, Tenn., January 26.— 
(Special.)—Mystery surrounds the 
first tragedy in Tennessee that in- 
volves the enforcement of the na- 
tional prohibition amendment. It 
is the case of Fred Murphy, gov- 
ernment informant against Sheriff 
A. P. Warren, of Warren county. 

Sheriff Warren is under $1,000 
bond for appearance at the next 
term of “federal court, charged with 
owning, operating and furnishing 
food products for a distillery. 

His Body Swinging. 

Saturday at 1 o’cloeck Murphy, 
aged 35, was brought into McMinn- 
ville from his home in the Dibrell 
neighborhood. He had been under 
bond on a charge of forgery. His 
bondsmen gave him up and Murphy 
was placed in a cell. At 5 o’clock 
Mrs. Warren, wife of the sheriff, is 
said to have opened the door of the 
cell and saw the lifeless body of 
Murphy swinging to a piece of wire 
suspended from the ceiling. 

It is reported that Murphy's 
hands were tied behind him. How- 
ard Ewing, assistant United States 
district attorney, will be in McMinn- 
ville Tuesday to investigate’ the 
case. Representing“the state, C. D. 
Lamb, district attorney general, will 
be on the scene. 

First reports from McMinnville 
indicated that Murphy had commit- 
ted suicide. Other information re- 
ceived later points to a murder. 

“We do not believe it a suicide 
from the information received,” 
said Howard.Ewing. “Murphy has 
been a government informant for 
some time.” 

Hinted at Revenge. 

It is understood that Murphy 
hinted at revenge and that the ar- 
rest on the charge of forgery was 
a frame-up. 

Governor Roberts got into com- 
munication with Attorney General 
Lamb Monday evening at the lat- 
ter’s home at Fayetteville. Judge 
Robert Smartt, of the eighth judi- 
cial cirquit, lives at McMinnville 
and court is reported to be in ses- 
sion at the present time. 

Grand jury investigation will be 
begun at once, it is also reported. 
While Warren county is aroused 
over the tragedy, the citizens of the 
county are reported to be disposed 
to allow the state and government 
authorities to take the initiative and 
rely upon their action. Sheriff War- 
ren was arrested December 13 on 
a warrant sworn out by an officer 
of the international revenue depart- 
ment. Murphy was the chief wit- 
ness against Warren.’ The sheriff 
still held his office and was jailor. 
He was therefore in charge of Mur- 
phy at the jail when the latter was 
incarcerated by the act of his bonds- 
men, when they surrendered him.

TROOPS WASSED

German Government 
Fears an Insurrection in 
Berlin by the Partisans 
of the Former Kaiser. 


ATTEMPT TO MURDER 
MINISTER ERZBERGER 


He Was Leaving Crim- 
inal Courts Building. 
Assailant Is Put Under 
Arrest. 


Berlin, January .26.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) — Wilhelmstrasse 
tonight is barricaded and under the 
guard of numerous troops. A pa- 
trol of eighteen armed automobiles 
and a half dozen huge motor trucks 
loaded with armed troops 
early in the’“evening and immediate- 
ly took up their positions in front 
of the government building ana 
shut off all traffic from the thor- 
oughfare.

Minister Ertberger Shot. 

Herr ,.Urzberger, the minister of 
finance; was shot as he was leaving 
the criminal courts building after 
hedring in the Helfferich libel sui 
Only one shot struck the minister, 
who Was slightly wounded in the 
shoulder. His assailant, who gav 
his name as Oltwig von Hirschfeld, 
was arrested. 

‘ The assailant of the finance min- 
ister was seized by the police and 
taken to a police station, where his 
name was discovered. He is 20 
years old and now is a student liv- 
ing in a suburb of Berlin with his 
parents. His father is a bank. of- 
ficial. : 

Bullet Entered Shoulder. 

Herr Erzberger was engaged in 
conversation with his solicitor, Dr. 
Friedlander, outside the criminal 
court at 2:30 o’clock when his as- 
sailant, a well-dressed young maa, 


approached and fired a revolver at 
the finance minister. The shot en- 
tered his shouler. 

Dr. Friedlander sprang at the 
youth, who at the same moment 
fired a second shot which hit Herr 
Erzberger in the region of the stom- 
ach but glanced off his watch chain 
and a button. 

Herr Erzberger staggered into his 
motor car, which was waiting to 
take him home, and drove off at full 
speed. 

While the finance minister is not 
seriously wounded, an operation will 
be necessary to extract the bullet 
from his shoulder. 


MORE SUICIDES 
SINCE SIGNING 
OF ARMISTICE 


New York, January 26.—Since the 
signing of the armistice there has 
been a constantly increasing num- 
ber of suicides everywhere, accord- 
ing to a report issued today by the 
Save-a-Life league. In Germany, 
Russia, Syria and other foreign 
countries where the number has 
been very large, the cause is at- 
tribtued to despair because of mis- 
erable living conditions brought 
about by the war. 

The report tabulates 5,121 cases 
of suicides in the United States dur- 
ing 1919. Of the professions, law- 
yersledthe list with 43, of whom 
twelve were judges; 36 victims were 
physicians, 28 teachers and 11 cler- 
gymen. The list included twenty 
presidents of large business con- 
cerns, and fifty prominent club 
members, millionaires and weaithy 
Meociety women. Unhappy marital 
elations were responsible for 350 


tragedies. 

Men outnumbered women 2,987 to 
1.657, but of the child suicides, 252 
were girls and 225 boys. Newspa- 
per editors appeared to be immune.

The soviet republic at present, 
Martens said, “does mot care what 
kind of government other people 
have,” and has indulged in general 
revolutionary propaganda only 
“when it. was ‘on the defengive and 
hard pressed by nations which had 
armies in the ‘ffeld against it.” 
Today, becausé it is “strong enough 
to fight the world,” it has abandon- 
ed, he added, the principles first pro- 
mulgated to the effect that it can 
be maintained only by the destruc- 
tion of other governments every 
where which. recognize rights and 
capitalistic organization. 

Fire of Questions. 

These statements, Martens made 
under oath, were in response to a 
fire of questions from Senator 
Moses, republican, New Hampshire, 
chairman of the investigating com- 
mittee and Senator Borah, Idaho. 

Se Borah shot him query 
aft #ncery, repeating various re- 
ported manifestos of the Federated 
Soviet Russian Republic which call 
upon revolutionary elements every- 
where to organize workingmen to 
revolt against all organized govern- 
ment, and demanding to know 
whether or not every soviet sup- 
porter was not bound to work for 
the destruction of all governments 
recognizing capital. Martens met 
him with quick denials. 

Particularly .Martens denied all 
connection with revolutionary move- 
ments in the United States, though 
admitting some knowledge of them. 
He said they were “purely Ameri- 
can, arising out of American condi- 
tions,” and as sqviet agent here he 
had not helped or financed them or 
their followers. He had instruc- 
tions from his government, he said, 
to stay clear of interference with 
American internal affairs. All of 
his publicity efforts, very extensive 
as outlined in his testimony, were 
devoted to explaining the soviet 
system to the end that Americans 
would allow its recognition as the 
established government in Russia, 
and were not to extend it in the 
United States. 

To Examine Records. 

When the committee demanded 
copies of the actual governmental 
instructions to that effect, former 
Senator Hardwick, of Georgia, attor- 
ney for the soviet bureau, argued 
that to give them might disclose 
“code” in which the soviet foreign 
office corresponded with Martens 
which should be entitled to immu- 
nity, but promised notwithstanding 
to furnish them in the original or 
in sworn translations. An adjourn- 
ment was taken until Thursday, 
partly to let tens examine his 
records for that purpose. 

Martens also told the committee 
that the soviet government had 
$450,000,000 or $500,000,000 in gold to 
spend in foreign trade, stating brie 
ly that there was “little or no goid 
in the hands of private banks or in- 
dividuals” and that about one thou- 
sand American concerns were ready 
to sell it goods. 

Much of Martens’ testimony took 
the form of a written statement, 
though he was interrupted con- 
stantly in its readings by the sharp- 
ly put questions of his senatorial 
auditors. Besides entering his de- 
nial of charges that he had partici- 
pated in financing revolutionary ac- 
tivities in the United States, the 
witness said he was spending $2,500 
a week on the maintenance of an 
/organization of some thirty-five 
lemployees. He gave the committee 


names and addresses of all of them, 
including American clerks and ste- 
nographers and press agents.

‘He opened fire on them, 
Mrs. Herrington being shot through 
the forehead and Howze through 
the right side of’ the face. Both 
were killed instantly. 

Herrington then called up the 
sheriff's office and asked that an 
officer be sent for him. Howze came 
tO Macon from Cotton, Ga., t6 take a 
business course. 

Herrington appeared cool after 
the schooting, walking from the 
room and when.asked by a neighbor 
what the trouble was about, stated, 
“Oh! only a little family affajr.” 
He then stepped to a telephone and 
called the sheriff at the jail. 

Suit for Divorce. 

Tonight Merrington refused to dis- 
cuss the case or give any reason for 
hig action. It was learned, however, 
that Mrs. Herrington had some time 
ago brought suit for divorce, charg- 
ing her husband with desertion and 
abandonment of minor - children. 
Herrington filed a cross bill charg- 
ing his wife with infidelity. They 
had been separated for some time, 
but had gone back to living togeth- 
er two weeks ago. 

It was reported tonight that the 
shooting followed something Her- 
rington’s ¢hildren are alleged to 
have told him after he came home. 
Just what this was has not been as- 
certained, Herrington is a foreman 
in the Central of Georgia railway 
shops in Macon.

SCOTCHMENCELEBRATE 
BRTHOAY OF BURNS 


Henry H. Cabaniss Named 
President—Address Made 
by Dean Johnston. 


ee 


More than a hundred Atlanta 
Scotchmen and other worshippers at 
the shrine of the poet of human 
brotherhood and liberty gathered at 
the Burns cottage last night to com- 
memorate the birthday of Robert 
Burns. It was the old-time Burns 
club in all its glory, but the attend- 
ance, which was probably the larg- 
est in the history of the club, and 
the enthusiasm shown for the Scotch 
“patron saint’’ both proved that the 
old-time liquid cheer was not essen- 
tial to an old-time celebration. 

The speech of Dean Thomas H. 
Johnston, the subject of which was 
“What Burns Did for the Religion 
of Scotland,” was a plea for religious 
tolerance and a most sympathetie 
account of the war which Burns 
waged with the bigotry and super- 
stition of his dav. He showed that 
the poet’s terrible satires on the 
church of his day, “The Holv Fair” 
and “Holy Willie’s Prayer,” were 
not attacks on religion, as some nar- 
row minds had.viewed them, but in- 
dictments of the _ spiritual pride 
which had wrought tremendous 
havoc in the moral life of his time. 

Dr. Johnston, who was presented 
to the Burns diners by former Gov- 
ernor John M. Slaton as a son of 
Erin, demonstrated by his flashes of 
wit and humor that he must, indeed, 
have kissed the famous Blarney 
stone. He not only instructed, but 
entertained his hearers from the be- 
ginning of his speech to the end. 

Deacon Henry H. Cabaniss, who 
was elected president of the club 
for the ensuing year, paid high 
tribute to the Scotch board as the 
world’s greatest singer of democ- 
racy, whose fame was destined to 
grow as the cause for which he 
plead encircled the earth. No other 
poet, he said, not even Shakespeare. 
could: gather such a devoted band 
of followers to sound his praises 
uld Burns. 
ga poe A. Rosser responded to the 
toast, “The Day We Celebrate. He 
found in Burns’ humanity, even in 
his frailties, the secret of the in- 
fluence which he still holds. 

Rabbi David Marx spoke in an 
eloquent and serious fashion on 
“Our Copntry.” He made a plea 
for greater toleration in church and 
state, declaring that the American 
ideal was one of ltberty, and that, 
if freedom of speech and freedom 
of thought were restricted, the sys- 
tem of government framed bv the 
fathers of — er would be 

st to the world. 
While severly pleadeding fo rlaw 
and order, he intimated that matteis 
had gone altogether too far, when 
“men were denied seats in a repre-~ 
sentative body to which they had 
been elected merely because they 
belonged to a certain party, allud- 
ing to the recent action of the New 
York assembly in refusing seats to 
the socialist members elected from 
New York city. - 

“Holy Willie's Prayer. ; 

Dr. Alexander W. Stirling read in 
a most unctious manner, that had a 
telling effect upon his hearers, 
“Holy Willie's Prayer,” which Dean 
Johnston had defended in his speech. 
Other features of the evening en- 
tertainment were the songs from 
Burns and other Scotch poets ren- 
dered by A. W. Browning, a duet 
by Mr. Browning and A. A. Greig, 
retiring president of the club, and 
the reading of letters of regret for 
their inability to attend from absent 
members, interspersed with inimi- 
table comment by Secretary R. M. 
McWhirter. 

The last speakers of the evening 
were Dr. Joe Jacobs, whose Burns 
enthusiasm is well known to all At- 
lantans, and Hamilton Douglas. also 
a past president of the Burns club.

Members Are Gained 
By America’s Churches; 
Sunday Schools Lose 


New York, January 26.—America’s 
churches have gained nearly 3,000,- 
000 members since the last church 
census was taken in 1916, but there 


has been a marked decrease in the 
number of Sunday schools, and Sun- 
day school pupils, according to “The 
Year Book of the Churches,” which 
will be issued tomorrow by the fed- 
eral council of the churches of 
Christ in America. . 

The total church membership has 
increased 2,779,667, the announce- 
ment says, with an increase of 3,- 
519 ministers and 5,350 church or- 
ganizations. The total number of 
churches is now 233,834. There are 
195,513 ministers, priests and rabbis, 
with 44,709,521 members of thefr 
various organizations. The decrease 
in Sunday school membership is es- 
timated at more than 3,500,000. 

The total Protestant church mem- 
bership is given at 25,980,456 and 
the Roman Catholic figures as 1i7,- 
549,324. It is explained that the 
Protestant figures include only adult 
communicant members of a family. 
while the Roman Catholic statistics 
represent the entire family. Esti- 
mating four persons to a family, 
the Protestant constituency would 
be more than 650,000,000, the book 
Savs. 

An estimate of members of Jew- 
ish Synagogues is 250,000 and the 
two Mormon bodies report a mem- 
bership of 494,388. 

The largest Protestant body re- 
porting was the Methodist Epis- 
copal church with 4,175,502 mem- 
bers and the smallest the Primitive 
Friends with fifty members and 
two ministers. The national Bap- 
tist convention (colored) is the sec- 
ond largest Protestant organization 
with 2,938,579.

Washington, January 26.—Secre- 
tary Daniels made public tonight a 
letter to Chairman Hale of the sen- 
ate subcommittee investigating nav- 
al war decorartions transmitting 
a list of awards made to enlisted: 
men of.the service by the secretary, 
without reference to the Knight 
Medal Award board. Jt consists of 
twelve awards: of distinguishe: 
service medals, the only instances, 
Mr. Daniels explained, of such 
awards to enlisted men, and 144 
navy cross awards, 

Chairman Hale was informed, also, 
that a list of awards to officers 
made by direction of the secretary 
“without the action of the board” 
was being compiled and would be 
transmitted when completed, as the 
senator had requested. 

Secretary Daniels in his letter 
said that when the report of the 
board of awards reached him, he 
noticed “that out of a half million 
men in the naval service during the 
war, only about 113 enlisted men 
had been recommended for the dis- 
tinguished service medal.” 

Ordered Study of Reports. 

“I knew,” Mr. Daniels’ letter con- 
tinued, “that there were reports of 
brave and heroic action by many en- 
listed men as well as by many oftfi- 
cers. I directed a study of there re- 
ports be made and as a result of 
this partial study directed that dis- 
tinguished medals and navy crosses 
be awarded.” 

Mr. Daniels recalled his order 
calling upon the entire service per- 
sonnel to report instances of eour- 
age or unusual service within their 
knowledge and added:

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Russian R ebvllistion Has Won 
First Round, Declares Simonds 


By Frank H. Simonds. 
The worst and the most obvious 
comment upon the recent total re- 
versal of allied policy toward Rus- 


sia is supplied in the statement that 
this change grows out of domestic 
political conditions in allied coun- 
tries, not out of any reasoned or 
informed view of Russian condi- 
tions. To be precise, the allied 
world has changed its course toward 
Russia because David Lloyd George 
finds himself involved in domestic 
political difficulties. 

In the last few weeks the Rus- 
Sian situation, so far as western 
Europe is concerned, has reached a 
crisis. The Russian forces engaged 
in war against Lenine and Trotzky 
for the control of Russia have been 
completely defeated and the bolshe- 
vists are rapidly consolidating their 
hold upon the whole of the old ito- 
manoff empire save along the outer 
fringe. 

Peace or War. 

The collapse of the internal op- 
position to the bolshevists has left 
the outside world with the obvious 


necessity of making peace with bol- 
shevism or else of sending money, 
material and in the end men, to bol- 
ster up the Poles, the people of the 
Baitic provinces, the Rumanians and 


the Armenians agai , 
attack. gainst bolshevist 


Such endings mean war, they 
mean out and out war, not the sort 
of indirect warfare which hitherto 


has been carried on under th i 
of supporting Russians to remain na. 
tional freedom and save themselves 
from anarchy. And Lloyd-George 
with a considerable and growinz 
labor opposition to further Russian 
effort, with a considerable Liberal 
protest based on a Utopian inter- 
pretation of the bolshevist program 
with a considerable opposition at 
home has suddenly changed front, 
thrown over all of the earlier poli- 
cies of his government and of his 
allies and surrendered to the bol- 
shevists. 

If he is successful now, there will 
be peace with Russia and he will 
have satisfied his most severe crit- 
ics at home and avoided the costly 
experiment of another war. But 
what is there to promise success? 
Trotzky and Lenine have Raairecuna 
Russia, they are Stronger today 
than at any time, they will be able 
to control all supplies which enter 
Russia under this new trading 
arrangement, they have armies 
Which will develop rapidly, now 
that domestic opposition has 


co'lapsed and outsid i rs 
ished, e peril has van- 


Regarded as one more of nis 
marvelously clever bits of domestie 
Political dexterity, the new Lloyd- 
George maneuver is easily co - 
hensible, but what of its ten 
consequences? Only two years ago 
Mr. George attempted a similar re- 
versal of policy. He decided that 
the war in the west had become a 
stalemate, that there could be no 
military decision, that it was a mis- 
take to send reinforcements to Haig 
to be wasted in such futile attacks 
as those of the Somme in 1916 and 
of Flanders in 1917. Therefore he 
dispersed English troops over the 
east, refused all reinforcements in 
France and at the same time con- 
sented, under French pressure, to 
permit the British army in France 
to take over new territory, to 
lengthen the line, ; 
defenders. 

Result Was Disaster. 

For the moment this was a pop- 
ular domestic move, it silenced do- 
mestiec protest growing out of terri- 
ble casualties, but the result was 
the greatest defeat in Britigh his- 
tory, the disaster of March and 
April which cost Haig losses agere- 
gating 350,000 men, 125,000 of them 
prisoners, and brought the whole 
allied cause to the edge of ruin. 
This was a fair example of the 
Georgian method, which finds new 


thus thinning the | 


With the military facts of 1918, 
Liloyd-George did not concern him- 
self, he was thinking in terms of 
his own political problems at home. 
In the same way he is now thinking 
of his labor and liberal critics at 
home, not of Russian or middle 
European conditions. 

The worst phase of this new pol- 
icy, if policy it may be called, is 
that in abandoning all notion of 
fighting bolshevism, it does not gv 
to the logical conclusion and make 
peace. There is to be no recognition 
of Trotzky and Leaine, no surrender 
of the idea that they are beyond thr 
pale, we, the western nations, are 
merely going to feed and equip and 
supply Russian industry, itself in 
the hands of the enemy, while we 
are still to preserve all bolsheévist 
hostility by adopting toward them 
the language addressed to outlaws. 
We are going to let them get 
stronger, but as they get stronger 
we are going *o see to it that their 
hostility and hatred for us increase. 

This is also a matter of domestic 
politics. George does not dare fur- 
ther to affront the labor and liberal 
groups by fighting bolshevism, but 
he is equally afraid to arouse the 
full fury of conservative wrath by 
actually making peace with the bol- 
shevists. He won't recognize Trot- 
zky and Lenine, because of his ap- 
prehension of what might be the 
effect upon the tories who still sup- 
port him. He won't continue the 
war against bolshevism, because of 
the possible revolt of the liberals 
and labor representatives. 


Poles Being Sacrificed. 
But this means only one thing—it 
means that the Poles and the border 
races generally are being sacrificed 


in exactly the same way Haig and 
the British army were sacrificed in 
1918. Ludendorff’s great success of 
March and April was in fact a tri- 
nmph over George, not over Haig. 
Now Poland is left, as the British 
army was left three years ago. It 
will have to bear the full fury of 
bolshevist attack and, only when 
the whole extent of George’s mis- 
apprehension, will there be any 
chance of the beginning of real re- 
sistance, 

Supported by Nitti, who has a 
large and dangerous socialist prob- 
lem in Italy, and is equally prepared 


to sacrifice foreign for domestic 
concerns, George bas put through 
a complete and unconditional sur- 
render to Trotzky and Lenine. He 
has not waited to ask for any terms 
on the other side. The reason is 
that for him the other side is not 
the Russians, but the liberal and la- 
bor groups in the British parlia- 
ment. \ 

Not being able or willing to 
fight any longer, George has en- 
deavored to buy off the bolshevists, 
but in his precipitate haste to for- 
tify his political position at home, 
he has neglected to demand any 
réciprocal concessions from the 
bolshevists. He has raised a phys- 
ical blockade, which to a degree at 
least crippled the enemy, but he has 
failed to make any effort to convert 
this enemy into a more friendly 
mood by insisting on the moral 
blockade. The _ victorious’ bolshe- 
vists are now met by the declara- 
tion: 

“We won’t fight you any more, 
we will even trade with you, but 
we still despise youas much as ever, 
and under no circumstances will 
we associate with you.” 

All of which means that the 
Russian revolution, like the French 
revolution before it, has won the 


first round. Itis now master of the 
situation, with time and opportunity 
to organize its resources before it 
renews the inevitable conflict, for 
bolshevism is ae state of war 
against our civilization, in the end 
it must conquer or be conquered. 
And today it is victorious.

use of antiseptics obviously  be- 
lieves that germs cause disease and 
that drugs are helpful in overcom- 
ing disease. This is gratifying, es- 
pecially when one finds the official 
textbooks of non-arug schools of 
healing advocating antiseptics. 
Whoever believes in aseptic precau- 
tions—surgical cleanliness, sterile 
or germ-free environment and ma- 
terials—in the operating room, in 
the lying-in chamber, in the house- 
hold where contagious disease ex- 
ists, obvious believes. that germs 
cause diseasé. Whoever employs an 
antiseptic toothpaste or gargle or 
mouthwash, or endeavors to apply 
antiseptics to a wound, believes that 
germs cause disease. And they be- 
lieve this, although they have never 
seen a germ. ' 

Antiseptics discourage germ mul- 
tiplication but do not necessarily 
destroy germs. 

How do germs cause disease? By 
merely being present on the surface 
of a mucous membrane or the skin 
or a wound, where an antiseptic or 
medicinal solution may reach them 
and perhaps wash them away? No. 
There is no disease, no harm done, 
so long as the germs remain on the 
surface where the antiseptic or 
medicinal application can reach 
them. Harm is done, disease or in- 
flammation is produced, infection 
has occurred only when the germs 
invade the structure of the tissue; 
and then, alas, no antiseptic solu- 
tion can reach them. 

Well, then, what’s the use of us- 
ing antiseptics? There are very 
good reasons, I think, for using safe 
antiseptics intelligently—and _ that 
is another story. There are still 
better reasons, I believe, for not 
using strong antiseptics indiscrim- 
inately. Your antiseptic may do 
more harm than good. 

When you do use an antiseptic, 
your purpose is to discourage the 
multiplication of germs reached by 
the antiseptic. That purpose is not 
met by a momentary application of 
the antiseptic; it requires a few 
minutes for the antiseptic solution 
to seriously discourage germ multi- 
plication. Hence it is wasteful and 
futile to rinse the mouth an instant 
and then eject the antiseptic and 
carefully rinse it away with water. 
It is equally wasteful and futile to 
brush the teeth an instant and then 
carefully rinse the antiseptic away 
with water—if you are using some 
antiseptic, which I do not advise 
as a habit, let me say. It is silly 
and futile to use any antiseptic in- 
corporated in soap to be applied to 
fhe skin, unless you mean to leave 
the soap on the skin for many min- 
utes or hours. Remember, good an-

tiseptics do not kill germs. They 
the multiplication of 
germs if applied long enough—five 
minutes to half an hour, at least 
Having no antiseptics to sell I am 
naturally not prejudiced. If I were 
the patient I should as soon have 
my surgeon scrub his hands thor- 
oughly with plain soap and water as 
dip them in a solution of corrosive 
sublimate (bi-chloride of mercury) 
—provided he scrubs conscientious- 
ly.

Threatened Loss of Nurses 


Alarms 


Health Authorities 


Six public health nurses of At- 
lanta, half of the present staff, will 
have to be dismissed on February l, 
unless council at its néxt meeting 
votes back into the finance sheet 
an appropriation of approximately 
$7,000 necessary to pay their sala- 
ries for the year, which sum was 
eliminated from the sheet by the 
finance committee in making up the 
budget two weeks ago. 

This is a serious situation which 
has alarmed health authorities, 
school officials and others, who de- 
clare that the health and welfare 
of hundreds of children in the city 
of Atlanta will be in jeopardy should 
council fail to reinstate the appor- 
tionment to maintain the staff in- 
tact. 

The prospect is viewed with more 
alarm when just at this time the 
dreaded epidemic of influenza has 
again gripped northern cities, and 
is spreading southward, Last Sat- 
urday the nurses assumed charge of 
a family of four, three members of 
whom have influenza and one 
pneumonia, who, but for their as- 
sistance or the aid of neighbors, 
would have been virtually ‘helpless. 
As it is, the nurses have established 
a quarantine against the neghbors, 
putting up a bar against the cer- 
tainty of the spread of the disease 
from this family, nad are supervis- 
ing the cooking and housework 
themselves. as well as assisting the 
physician to render medical atten- 
tion. . 

Made a Remarkable Record, 

A summary of the work for 1919 
of the public health nurses, fur- 
nished Monday by Dr. J. P. Kenne- 
dy. city health officer, shows a re- 
markable record and the importance 
of its continuation. 

Four thousand eight hundred and 
thirteen were examined at the va- 
rious public schools, and of this 
number 8,425 were found to be de- 
fective, resulting in their treatment 
and correction. Some of these chil- 
dren were discovered to have minor 
ailment of the eyes, impairment of 
hearing, defective teeth, tonsils that 
needed attention, etc., not serious if 
taken in hand at once, but proving 
grave if neglected. 

In addition to those examined in 
the schools, 5,383 school children 
were visited in their homes. 
Wherever a defective child was 
found the parent was _ furnished 
with a card and asked to take up 


the matter of correction with the 
family physician. If, after a lim- 


ited time, no report was receivec 
from the physician on the_ child, 
the case was again followed up b 

the nurses. 

Seven hundred and seventy chil 
dren were caused to be carried 
the Emory clinic for minor opera 
tion, and there are now waiting fc 
operation a list of 288 children, In 
cases of extreme need food, clotp 
ing and other necessaries were sup 
plied to families upon whom, th 
nurses called. Two .thousand one 
hundred and forty-five new-born 
babies were visited and 2,019 re 
turn visits were made.

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GRAND JURY 10 PROBE 
FULTON ROADHOUSES 


Action Will Follow Closing 
of Place m Ben Hill Dis- 
~ trict Saturday. 


An investigation by the Fulton 
grand jury, through which indict- 
ments will be sought aé&ainst pro- 
prietors and operatives of all the 


alleged riotous roadhouses in At- 
lanta’s vicinity, will follow the 
closing Saturday night of the road- 
house in the Ben Hill district, as 
announced exclusively in The Con- 
stitution Sunday, which was de- 
clared in the petition for injunction 
by the residents of the neighborhood 
to be a scene of nightly debauchery 
and saturnalian enjoyment.

wounded. 

It is understood that the probe to

A thorough study of all of the va- 
rious forms of government, with a 
view of determining which one is 
best fitted to the needs. of Atlanta, 
will be made by the women, it was 
decided at the Saturday meeting at 
the chamber of commerce.

Other officers 
are: Mrs. Haynes McFadden, Mrs. 
Beaumont Davison, Mrs. Benjamin 
Elsas, Mrs. Jerome Jones and Mrs. 

. H. Ginn, vice presidente: Mrs. 
Elliott Cheatham, recording secre- 
tary; Mrs. Hugh gan, treasurer; 
Mrs. Alonzo Richardson, auditor. 

The next meeting of the organiza- 
tion will be in April. A constitu- 
tion was adopted at the last meet- 
ing which provides for’ quarterly 
meetings. Supporting members will 
be assessed dues of 25 cents a year, 
contributing members $1 per year, 
and associate! members $5 per year. 
The constitution. provides that no 
gift to the league shall txceed $10.

The telephone association comes 
here as the guest of the eGorcila 
Independent Telephone association, 
of which R. L. Stewart, of Atlanta, 
is the president. More than 1,000 
representatives of independently- 
owned telephone companies 
throuchout the country, most of 
them being executive officers of the 
different concerns, will gather in 
Atlanta for the occasion. 

President Will Attend. 

The president of the national or- 
ganization, and one of the mos: 
prominent figures who will attend 
the convention, is F. B. MacKin- 
non, of Chicago. Mr. MacKinnon 
was one of the two men chosen to 
direct the details of governmen: 
supervision, during the time that 
the federal government had char~» 
of the telephone communications 
in the country. 

Dr. }Jo-vid Friday, who was se- 
lected by Postmaster General Bur- 
leson as director general of tele- 
phone service during the same pe- 
riod, will also be a noted guest of 
the convention. In private lif .. 
Dr. I’riday holds the chair of eco- 
nomics in the University of Mich- 
igan. His addresses on the topic 
of systematic teléphone operation 
are expected to be of priceless val- 
ue to the telephone men who will 
assemble in Atlant for the con- 
vention.

There are 
more than 8,000 independent tele- 
phone companies in the United 
States, it was stated, who operate 
40 per cent of the country’s tele- 
phones, 

In Georgia, 33 per cent of the 
telephones are sustained by com- 
panies independently owned, but the 
Georgia association was formed 
only last March. President Stew- 
art, of the state organization, 
was activelv instrumental in form- 
ing the state association, and is one 
of the best Known telephone men 
in the south. 

Chief among the features to be 
discussed at the convention are the 
best methods of telephone opera- 
tion, and outlining of new labor- 
saving devices and plans. It ha? 
been said that the telephone indus- 
try has been more active in per- 
fecting numerous labor-saving ap- 
pliances than has any other indus- 
try.
